WATER MAIN ON 
BALTIMORE ST. 
TO BE CLEANED 


The Gettysburg W ater company 
Friday will begin excavation for a 
proposed cleaning of the Baltimore 
street water main as one of a num- 
'b er of contemplated improvements 
designed to give the borough better 
service. 
The largest contemplated improve­ 
m ent however will have to await the 
answer to whether the borough will 
f buy the water company, an rn - 
i swer which may be given in another 
, year. T hat addition to the system Is 
a 10-inch main to extend from the 
water 
company plan* 
on Marsh 
creek to the Fairfield road, and 
then will turn east at that point 
land extend into the borough-con­ 
necting with present mains. The 
proposed new pipe line, which en­ 
gineers estim ate will cost 175,000, 
will more than double che capo city 
of the borough water system, will 
increase pressure throughout the 
town, particularly in the northern 
end of the borough, and will reduce 
operational costs from pumping, the 
engineers say. 
The cleaning of the Balttmoie 
street 12-lach main however, is go­ 
ing ahead without any reference to 
whether the town will buy the com­ 
pany or not. Workmen under direc­ 
tion of Earl C. Schwalm, manager 
of the local company, will begin 
excavations at Center square and 
Steinwehr avenue on Friday. The 
actual cleaning, unless weather pro­ 
hibits, will take place between IO 
o’clock Monday night and 5 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, with the Pitts­ 
burgh Pipe Cleaning company using 
special equipment during th at period 
to travel the length of the 12-inch 
pipe and clean it of all corrusicn 
and obstructions. 
While the cleaning is going on, 
residents along Baltimore street will 
I lave no water service, and the en­ 
tire town's water pressure and in 
some places the supply of water 
will dwindle. At present one eight- 
inch m ain extends from the water 
company p u n t to the borough where 
the 12-inch Baltimore street pipe 
and a six-inch W ashington street 
pipe connect with the main. 
Add New Pum p 
Thus when the 12-inch pipe is 
shut off the entire town will be sup­ 
plied by the six inch m ain which 
will not provide all of the water that 
Is usually needed, but should provide 
for most uses. 
In connection with the improve­ 
m ent program of John H. Ware, Jr., 
president of the Northeastern W ater 
company, which owns the Gettys­ 
burg company, an additional pump 
has already been installed at the 
water 
company pU nt on 
M arsh 
creek. The 100-horsepower pump de­ 
livers 600 gallons per minute. The 
pump brings to three the number 
at the plant, one of the others de­ 
livers 500 gallons per m inute and the 
other pushes 400 gallons per minute 
into the mains. In ordinary operation 
the 600 gallon pump will operate 
eight hours a day four days a week, 
the 400 gallon pump will operate 
continuously and 
the 500 gallon 
pump will be in reserve. 
If the proposed additional line 
from the water company plant is 
put in, it will have to be paid for by 
$75,000 raised by sale of bonds by 
the Gettysburg Municipal authority. 
If th a t were agreeable, the main 
line, according to plans laid by the 
engineering departm ent of North­ 
eastern. would extend along the 
Fairfield road east on West Middle 
street and West High street to con­ 
nect with the present system at 
West High and Baltimore streets. 
A branch line would be laid across 
Seminary avenue to Buford avenue
